fossil resin of an extinct cone-bannjt 
tree, and modern science eon say of it 
but little more. The original amber- 
produciug foiest probably reaching 
from Holland over the German coast, 
through Siberia and Kanmebatka, even 
to North America. One of the most 
celebrated depouts is on the peninsula 
of Siiiuland, a portion of Prussia, nearly 
surrounded bj the Baltic Sea. The 
northern part of this region, constitut- 
ing the promontory of Brusterort, is 
hilly,"and the count banks are often 150 
fvet to 300 feet high. At one time all 
the amber found here, even by the peas- 
ants in plowing, belonged to the Ger- 
man Government, the finder, however, 
reueiviug one-tenth of its value. For 
a piece in the Berlin Museum, weigh- 
ing 18 pounds, the finder in said to 
have received a thousimd dollars. Dur- 
ing Htoruiy weather, when the wind and
